The condition also may be 

present at birth. 

“Current heart research has 
yielded significant advances in 
both the electrodes which are 
attached to the heart and in the 
electronic systems which trans- 
mit to these electrodes the 
| pulses which ‘pace’ the heart,” 
Dr. Thompson said. 

“However, there are still sig- 
nificant disadvantages with sys- 
tems currently in use. 

“Electrodes attached to the 
heart frequently break or be- 
come dislodged under stress, 
as the heart flexes 30 million 
or more times per year,” he 
explained. 
| Electronic systems currently 
used include those completely 
implanted within the body, and 
|semi-implantable devices in 

which an externally placed 
radio transmitter pulses an in- 
ternally implanted receiver, or 
electrode. Both have certain 
disadvantages in addition to the 
|fact that the leads break, 
| The rate and the strength of 
|the pulse cannot be adjusted, 
| nor can the battery be charged 


in the implanted pacemakers. 
| The semi-implantable pacemak- 
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er requires heavy units, high 
power, and frequent battery re- 
placement and attention. 

Dr. Thompson said, “We 
feel that an electronic pace- 
maker should meet certain 
engineering and medical 
specifications. 

“It should be minaturized, 
and completely implantable to 
| provide the patient maximum 
safety and a minimum of phy- 
sical and psycholigical trauma. 
| “The system should be exter- 
jnally adjustable and externally 
rechargeable. 

“It should also be easily ac- 
cessible using only minor sur- 
gical techniques in the event 
of failure. 

“Finally, the system should 
be capable of ten years con- 
tinued use, during which the 
| electrodes and leads would be 


flexed 300 million times or 
more by the beating of the 
heart. 


“The electrodes and leads 
are the key to the reliability 
and effectiveness of a pace- 
maker,’ Dr. Thompson empha- 
sized.

The Experts Have 
Explaining To Do 


The woes of the experts are mighty ones. 

In the last couple of weeks, many of them have found 
themselves having to explain things which shouldn't have 
ever happened. 

Take, for instance, the group explaining how it has 
come to pass that a bunch of live land mines were left in 
a Palo Alto park site. Or the state narcotics operatives who 
just happened to find lots of drugs being washed up on a 
San Mateo county beach, a short few days after a load was 
“sunk” some 12 miles at sea. There are also the “experts” 
diagnosing the seriousness of a fault in granite under an 
atomic generating plant now under construction at Bodega 
head. 

These things are pretty obviously situations that had 
not ought to arise. In many cases the experts, confronted 
with unorthodox situations, can hide behind their special- 
ized vocabularies. 

But this is not true in the case of explosives under the 
village green; they had not ought to be there, really. Or 
dope being washed up on the beach — an uncommon occur- 
rence at best. We leave open a judgment of the relative 
importance of an earthquake fault under Bodega head. This 
is pretty much a matter of interpretation. 

Not being experts, we're pleased to notice that some of 
them have had to come down out of their ivory towers, 
momentarily, to explain to us what’s been going on. 

But far more numerous than these experts are those 
who never resort to a specialized vocabulary. Hundreds of 
thousands if not millions of the latter are abroad in the land 
these days, and they, too, have an inexplicable situation 
to explain:

A perusal of a subdivision 
map of the south county will 
‘show that much of what is now 
the Belle Haven area is entitled 
“Newbridge Park.’ 

That, of course, was a refer- 
ence to the “new bridge” — the 
Dumbarton bridge, opened in 
1925. “Newbridge Park "subdi- 
visions were made in the years 
succeeding the opening of the 
bridge, until about 1929. 

One must remember that 
there was no such thing as 
Bayshore Highway at the time: 
the subdivisions extended to 
Bay Road. It was therefore im- 
possible to describe any area 
as “east of Bayshore.” And it 
was further impossible to pre- 
dict that at a future date the 
population of the area would 
become a “segregated area for 
ethnic minorities” or to predict 
that at a future date the popu- 
lation of the area would be- 
come one about 50 per cent Ne- 
gro, as it is today. 

Looking at the Belle Hav- 
en area today, one is apt to 
be impressed by a iew of its 
physical aspects. 

The streets are narrow, for 
one thing; for another, the 
building sites are small by con- 
temporary standards. 

The streets and lots were 
considered normal for 1926,

Continued shrinking of hunt- 
ing areas, food supply, and pos- 
sible over-hunting are all fac- 
tirs in the problem which re- 
quire study and action if the 
State is to maintain its top posi- 
tion in deer hunting. 

Deer herds are no respecters 
of state lines, so one important 
element in the situation is the 
preservation of those which mi- 
grate from one state to another 
within the year. Several such 
herds move irregularly — be- 
tween California, Oregon and 
Nevada.

County Historical Museum Has 
Wealth of Research Information 


In 22 years the San Mateo 
County Historical Museum 
has grown from a classroom 
at the College of San Mateo 
to a $100,000 building on the 
new campus. 

To acquaint the people of 
this area with the activities 
and the numerous displays in 
the museum, members from 
the Writing for Publication 
Class at the college have au- 
thored a series of articles. 

The second of these arti- 
cles appears below.—Ed.

A few years ago, a Stanford 
student, working for his docto- 
rate came to a bothersome bar- 
rier in the preparation of his 
thesis for graduation. The 
thesis, “Ecology of the Crystal 
Springs Watershed Area,” 
could not be finished without 
some information of the fires 
which had occurred in this 
area. 

Diligent research failed to 
turn up a single clue to this 
information. Then one day a 
faint hope directed him to the 
San Mateo County Historical 
Museum. Here he found a real 
gold mine of information, On 
file were newspaper clippings 
reperting fires which had oc- 
curred in the Crystal Springs 
water shed supplied by a for- 
mer employee of the United 
States Department of Forestry. 

This is only one of the many 
services that are rendered to 
the people of San Mateo Coun- 
ty by the museum. It fur- 
nishes a meeting place for local 
organizations to study historic- 


al documents, personal his- 
tories of early settlers and 
famous people, photographs, 


paintings, and many other evi- 
dences of early life in the 
County of San Mateo. 

A typical incident that de- 
picts the value of some of 
these old documents, is told 
of a girl majoring in archi- 
ecture. She needed informa- 
tion on early San Mateo 
homes, The Museum unearth- 


ed the blueprints of the 
famous Carolan Mansion in 
Hillsborough. 

Many elementary and paro- 
chial school teachers of San 
Mateo County use the Museum 
as a field trip for the teach- 
ing of local history. This is 
especially m gful to the 
children as are given a 
guided tour by the Auxiliary 
Members of the Museum. Lec- 
ture classes can be arranged 
for with the director. 

Developers of land tracts 
often visit the Museum to find 
out as much possible about 
the land they have under con- 
sideration. Engineers also find 
helpful information in the his- 
tory of these tracts. It was

There were a few items 
which later municipal adminis- 
trators would notice and con- 
demn. 

The original subdivisions fea- 
tured handsome  electroliers 
along the sidewalks; there were 
no wires to them in many cases. 

There were “storm drain” 
eatch basins at many locations, 
too. But some of these didn’t 
have any sewer pipes connect- 
ed to them.

late 1920's were, in the strict- 
est sense, “promoters.” 

If you lived in San Francis- 
co during 1928 or 1930, you 
could catch a bus to Belle 
Haven and, for free, get a 
couple of sandwiches, hear a 
coupel of musical numbers 
by a band, and get a ride and 
a walk through various parts 
of the Newbridge Park sub- 
division. 

Old timers will recall that 
the real estate men had a tent 
similar to a Gospel Revival 
shelter, set up across Willow 
Road from the Veterans’ Hos- 
pal. It was here that you were 
brought or to which you could 
drive, to hear about the new 
Utopia. 

In those days, the real estate 
men weren't particularly con- 
cerned with “development.” 
They didn’t want to sell a lot 
and a house. Selling the land 
alone was their major interest. 

Nor was the mortgage busi- 
ness as well regulated as it 
now is. You made your down 
payment and kept on paying a 
small monthly payment, and 
nobody cared whether you 
built on your land or not. 

Concerning the ‘commer- 
cial” areas, the real estate op- 
erators weren’t too scrupulous, 
either. 

Oh, they guaranteed that 
the development was “plan- 
ned.” That is, when you 
bought a lot facing Willow 
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Road, they’d “guarantee” 
that you wouldn’t have com- 
petition right next door. 

They sold a_ considerable 
number of 50-foot lots to peo- 
ple who thought that, for se- 
curity when they retired, they 
would like to operate a little 
“mom-and-pop” grocery store. 

When they got through sell- 
ing all the 50-foot lots they 
thought the traffic would bear, 
they started combining two of 
them and cutting the package 
into three 33-foot lots. 

When they got through sell- 
ing these they sometimes got 
around to resubdividing 50- 
foot lots into 25-foot “commer- 
cial” lots, and sometimes they 
even cut these in two. 

It was about 10 years ago 
that somebody showed up at 
the Menlo Park city hall to 
inquire what had become of 
his “commercial lot” for op- 
eration of a shoe-shine stand 
facing Willow Road. 

Some time, years before, he 
or an antecedent had bought a 
12%5-foot lot facing Willow 
Road. It was 120 feet deep. But 
the real estate man had assur- 
ed the buyer that it was just 
right for a bootblacking busi- 
ness, and also that it was ‘“ex- 
clusive” and that there’d be no 
competition close by. 

And furthermore, it would 
provide a nice business to as- 
sure an income during the buy- 
er’s old age.

Assembly resolution calling for 
investigation of the need for 
an interstate deer herd com- 
mission.

25 Years Ago: 


It was brought out that such 
a commission would require a 
formal interstate compact, with 
appropriate action by the state 
legislatures, and eventual ap- 
proval by Congress. It was said 
this could be a lengthy process. 

The committee was also re- 
minded that with respect to 
specific migratory deer herds, 
joint study and action had be- 
gun as far back as 1945. At 
that time a California-Oregon 
committee was set up, to deal 
with problems of a large herd 
of mule deer which ordinarily 
winter in northeast California, 
and summer in southern Ore- 
gon. 

Later a similar group was 
established for a California- 
Nevada herd. In view of these 
two active organizations, ques-

tion was raised as to the need 
for the proposed commission. 

As to allegations that the 
mule deer herd had been re- 
duced below a reasonable size 
by over-hunting, it was pointed 
out that all of the herd does 
not migrate each year, and that 
a sizeable portion of it stayed 
in Oregon all during the last 
season. All indications for this 
season are that the total take 
of deer by hunters in the Cali- 
fornia area will approximate 
normal. 

Deer hunting is certainly an 
important recreation in all 
three states, as well as econic- 
ally valuable. The interim 
study by the committee may de- 
velop some basic facts to help 
improve cooperation between 
them in protecting a great nat- 
urla resources. 


County Spokesman: 


Waste Disposal Problem, Rec 
Resources, Tied Together. 


Immediate steps attacking 
the county’s waste disposal 
problem have been taken by 
the board of supervisors. Act- 
ing on the recommendation of 
County Manager E. R. Stall- 
ings, the board committed the 
county “to provide adequate 
waste disposal sites for the 
county, cities and unincorpo- 
rated areas.” 

The overall site acquisition 
program may run as high as $2 
million to handle needs for the 
next 50 years. 

Stallings told the board that 
as much as $700,000 may be 
available in the next year to 
get the program started. He 
indicated the first land pur- 
chases would be to enlarge the 
South County and Half Moon 
Bay dump sites. 

The county will be eligible 
for 30 per cent of the site 
acquisition costs from the 
federal government under 
the “open spaces” program. 
All the land reclaimed 
through the fill and cover 
method will be used exclu- 
sively for recreation and 
parks, 

The county is studying site 
purchases in other parts of the 
county. Some, according to a 
survey, will be located in deep 
canyons where fill is available 
on the site. Expansion of pres- 
ent dump sites along the Bay 
tidelands will have to be ex 
panded several fold as popula- 
tion growth demands. 

County officials will watch 
with interest what Governor 
Edmund Brown comes up with 
at the special session of the 
legislature after his announce- 
ment that the subject of rapid 
transit had been placed on the 
agenda. 

The governor vetoed a San 
Mateo county rapid transit bill 
at the last session. The special 
rapid transit committee head- 
ed by Supervisor William M. 
Werder has continued its study 
of the problem, hoping to bring 
Santa Clara county into a plan 


that would tie in with the Bay 
Area Rapid Transit system. 

The county, being without 
authority to establish a transit 
district, passed up the October 
1 deadline to accept the in lieu 
tax which would have raised 
funsd to finance a complete 
study. 

What the future holds will 
depend greatly on what the 
governor proposes at the spe- 
cial session. So far he has given 
no indication of his plans but 
has cited rapid transit needs 
as one of the state’s most press- 
ing problems: 
NOTES 

The supervisors are studying 
a request of the sheriff's de- 
partment for $100 annual uni- 
form allowance for deputies. 

Many county cities make 
such a contribution to police 
officers, varying from $60 to 
$110. Santa Clara county al- 
lows $100. 

It was brought out at the 
board meeting that other em- 
ployees required to wear uni- 
forms on duty would be en- 
titled to the same considera- 
tion. 

This would include parks and 
recreation people and inspec- 
tors in the agricultural depart- 
ment.

“Save the Children”: 


Area Family Aids Greek Boy, 
Rebuilds Economy of Family 


Back in 1959 when Mr. and 
Mrs. J. Ernest Flack, 21 Lorelei 
Lane, Menlo Park, agreed to 
sponsor Stephen C. Sbirakis, an 
8-year-old Greek boy from 
Chalkis, Euboea, they had no 
idea that their aid to the boy 
would lead the way to self-sup- 
port for his entire family. 
Sponsorship is through Save 
the Children Federation, the 
international child welfare or- 
ganization. 

Stephen is next to the young- 
est of a family of six boys. His 
mother is widowed and his 
oldest brother John had been 
the family breadwinner, until 
two years ago. At that time 
Mr. and Mrs. Flack agreed they 
could help their sponsored 
child in a more lasting way by 
giving the family aid in the 
form of a self-help sponsorship. 

The funds were used to 
purchase a fishing boat and 
equipment which is now used 
by the two oldest boys, who 
are well on the way to mak- 
ing the family self-sufficient 
through their work as fisher- 
men. 

Stephen is attending an eve- 
ning school and serves as an 
apprentice during the day. 

“This family can hardly be- 
lieve that people in America 
whom they have never seen or 
known are so concerned about 
their welfare in a_ practical 
way,” comments Mrs. Theo- 
dora J. Jantos, director of the 
Federation’s Greek field office. 

The Flacks have received 
photographs, case histories and 
progress reports on their 
Greek friends. 


Founded in 1932, Save the 
Children Federation is a non- 
sectarian organization which is 
registered with the U.S. State 
Department Advisory Commit- 
tee on Voluntary Foreign Aid. 
Children are aided by the Fed- 
eration through sponsorships, 
family, school and community 
self-help projects, a self-help 
scholarship program and an 
annual collection of used cloth- 
ing. The Federation helps 
American Indian children, chil- 
dren in the Southern Appala- 
chian Mountains and in 17 coun- 
tries overseas. Headquarters 
for the Federation is in Nor- 
walk, Conn.

Bulletin to Merchants Counsels Wariness for Shoplifters, Etc. 


Menlo Park Police Chief 
George Potter, starting early, 
noted this week that the Christ- 
mas season is nearing. And 
with it, he noted, shoplifters, 
fictitious check passers, and 
other miscreats can be expect- 
ed to appear. 

His warning was made in a 
bulletin sent to the town’s 
merchants, and giving them ad- 
vice on how to detect possible 
robbery and check artists. 


— It noted, at the outset, that 


crimes involving the loss of 


lookout for such things as per- 
sons walking aimlessly around 
tthe store, too - large clothing, 
the carrying of large shopping 
bags, persons who deliberately 
distract attention, and those 
carrying packages which might 
be ‘dummies’ with false ends.” 
The _ chief additionally 
counselled that, when an ar- 
rest is to be made, somebody 
in a store contact the police. 
The arrest should not be 
made in the store; a mer- 
chant should stop a suspect 


kept clear of unfilled hangers, 
so a quick check by eye will 
reveal whether anything is 
missing or not. 

Fictitious checks can best be 
dealt with, the bulletin stated, 
by making sure all employees 
are carefully instructed to 
know the customer or other- 
wise get positive identification 
before cashing a check. 

Hold-ups and_ burglaries 
can be guarded against, the 
bulletin continued, by mak- 
ing sure there is never a 


able outside buildings, and 
safes and other receptacles 
should be in_ well-lighted 
places, where they can be seen 
by passing patrolmen. 

The chief had one last word 
of advice. Lock the door when 
you leave. Last year, the de- 
partment’s patrols found 758 
doors unlocked, during night- 
time rounds.

She Has An 
Interest In 
Beach Safety 


Mrs. Barbara Culverwell is 
a woman with two missions — 
one of them being the difficult 
but not unusual job of bring- 
ing up four daughters by her- 
self. 

Her other preoccupation is 
less usual. It’s beach safety. 

Yet the two are inextricably 
connected. 

It was the lack of resusci- 
tation equipment at a beach 
near Half Moon Bay that 
took the life of her husband, 
Gerald. Mrs. Culverwell, then 
an expectant mother, could 
do little about it. 

Culverwell, chasing a beach- 
ball picked up by the surf, was 
Swept out to sea by the under- 
tow. He was brought in by a 
courageous rescuer — but died 
en route to a hospital. 

It had taken 45 minutes be 
fore resuscitator equipment ar- 
rived. The reason: there was 
no equipment — or even a tel- 
ephone—- at or near the beach. 

Since that time, Mrs. Cul- 
verwell has been participat- 
ing in talks aimed at the for- 
mation of a San Mateo Coun- 
ty Shoreline Safety Commit 
tee. 


“People have loads of sug- 
Bestions, such as installing pay 
phones at all beaches,” Mrs. 
Culverwell said, “but the tele 
phone people say it would be 
too expensive. The county is 
thecking into the cost.” 

Mrs. Culverwell added a 
new member to the family on 
Sunday, Sept. 15, when she 
gave birth to eight-pound, 
eight-ounce Geralda Michele 
Culverwell. 

Other members of the family 
are Kathleen Arneson, 13; Mo- 
malisa Arneson, 10, and Tiana 
Arneson, seven. They live at 
2380 University Ave. 

“I'd like to hear from oth- 
ers who may have lost a mem- 
ber of their family in this man- 
ner,” she said. “Perhaps if we 
all attend these meetings some- 
thing will be done.”
